Doubtless; ‘at an emergenty the existence cf stch anoma- 
lous relations must be endured, but is there now such an 
emergency? Certainly there is not. We should be very 
sorry to give any precise account of the present state of 
Indian finance, As we have frequently explained, the forms 
of account seem intended to puzzle inquirers and to delay 
the attainment of accurate knowledge. We know nothing 
further than the 30th April, 1861, and since that there have 
been many changes. But we have a vague and an inaccurate, 
but still a very important test. The controversy between Sir 
C. Wood and Mr Laing relates not to a patent deficit, but to 
an imperceptible surplus. It is a shadowy discussion on the 
limits of an equilibrium, not a clear lamentation on an 
alarming excess of expenditure. If in the autumn of 1859 
the state of Indian finance had borne any resemblance to its 
present state, no one would even have proposed to send from 
hence Mr Wilson or any one else. 

There are unguestionably many subordinate improve- 
ments which it is possible and desirable to introduce 
into Indian finance. The delay in publishing an accurate 
account containing no conjectural itemsisintolerable. We are 
never less than a year behind, and are frequently nearly two 
years, The machinery of estimate and audit, though im- 
proved, is still very imperfect. But a Finance Minister is 
not necessary for such subordinate details as these, and 
would hardly consent to confine himself to them. Ina word, 
the special occasion which euggested the separation of finance 
from other parts of Indian administration has altogether 
ceased, and we should now, as formerly, devolve the whole 
responsibility and concentrate all the powers of Government 
upon the Governor-General. 

As we think the special position which Sir Charles 
Trevelyan has been selected to fill should not be filled by 
any one, it may seem unnecessary to discuss why it should 
not be filled by him. Yet there are some obvious objections 
to his appointment which it would childish to overlook. 
What is now wanted in the finance of Calcutta, if anything 
from England is wanted, is a quiet man of sound judg- 
ment,,who will regulate the subordinate details which 
remain to be regulated, who will not travel beyond 
his sphere, who will work harmoniously with the 
Secretary of State for India, who will not thwart 
the Governor-General in India. A subordinate who fills an 
undefined and undefinable relation to two superiors should be 
an unaggressive man, a calm man, a well-judging man. By 
the admission of every one, Sir Charles Trevelyan is the 
reverse of all this, He has been called an “incaleulable 
“ person.” No one can predict what he will do next, how 
far he will bolt from his legitimate orbit, whose territory he 
will invade and trespass on. The publication of the Madras 
despatches was a monstrous act of misjudgment and insubor- 
dination, but it was only an aggravated outbreak ef an inhe- 
rent disposition. Sir Charles Trevelyan has many eminent 
qualities,—great acuteness, great industry, an ardent though 
ill-regulated public zeal,—but he never was a safe man; he 
never had a sound and simple judgment ; from vanity or from 
some better motive, he has never been very willing to confine 
himself to his proper sphere, especially when it was a subor- 
dinate ove. ‘These are the very opposite qualities to those 
which India requires in the situation to which he has been 
appointed. 

Nor is this all. It is of the last importance that the 
question whether a direct taxation of the rich Indian nation 
is possible or not possible should be now decided fairly and 
conclusively. Upon this depends not only the present state 
of Indian finance, but the future. We are now maintaining 
peantee duties against our own manvfactores in favour of 

ndian manufactures ; we are injuring the English to benefit 
the Hindoos, If the income tax or any Oriental adaptation 
of it can be permanently maintained, this would be 
unnecessary ; if direct taxation is to be abandoned, we must 
goon as now. Though, therefore, there is little to be done 
in Indian finance, there is much to be watched—much to be 
superintended. And we ought to have an unprejudiced super- 
intendent,—one who will test whether or not direct taxation 
is possible in India, impartially, effectually, and for ever. 
But after all that has happened, after the opinion to which 
Sir Charles Trevelyan is committed and pledged, is it

The Piedmontese party-— 
those bent at all hazards on retaining Turin as the capital 
and seat of administration—know this perfectly well, and 
viciously encourage the clamour for Rome, tn order to prevent 
any other ctty from being fixed upon. In acting thus they are 
of course playing the Emperor's game; and they are playing 
it, we fear, under specific directions from Paris. This is 
wretched selfishness and folly, if indeed it be not absolute 
treachery. But unhappily there are still many Italians who 
love their city better than their country, and their own per- 
sonal emoluments and income better than either, just as there 
are many who are prepared to set at nought the plainest 
dictates of practical policy at the bidding of an excited and 
unwholesome fancy. There are some who will risk Italy in 
order to get Rome, and others who will risk it in order te 
stay at Turin. In this gloomy sky, perhaps the one hopeful 
and encouraging gleam of light lies in this :—that so large a 
body of Louis Napoleon's Ministers and personal adherents 
should have been agreed in endeavouring to keep him firm 
to an honest and cordial policy towards the Italian Kingdom. 


THE BANK OF ENGLAND FORGERIES, 
Tue apprehension of the leading members of the gang who 
effected the recent forgeries on the Bank of England isa 
proper opportunity for commenting on a remarkable subject 
to which in its earlier stages it was not advisable to call in- 
creased attention, but which, as it is now passing away, 
is well worth a little consideration. 

Much severe comment has been made on Messrs Portal, | 
the makers of Bank of England paper, and some similar com- 
ment bas been made on the Bank of England. It is said 
that one or the other or both of these parties should have 
taken care that the Bank paper was not purloined. And, 
doubtless, both are bound to use proper and reasonable care. 
It is the obvious interest of the Bank to prevent forgeries on 
themselves, and it is the interest of Messrs Portal to please 
the Bank their employers, and to conduct satisfactorily a 
business which must have been most profitable to them. 
But no man can provide against all possible contin- 
geneies; uo one can expect that more than “ rea- 
“sonable care” would be used. In no other branch 
of manufacture is anything more expected. But a 
certain perfection is conceived to belong to the Bank of 
England note, and when any conceivable flaw is suggested as 
to it, or any mischance, however slight, happens to it, we 
are alarmed. The Bank must not complain, for this sensitive 
apprehension is only the inseparable adjunct of their 
unequalled credit; they could not have one without the 
other. We have believed so implicitly in the notes of the 
Bank of England, that we think some one must have done 
something very wrong if any glimpse of suspicion is cast 
upon them. In the present case, however, we are assured 
that all fair and reasonable care was taken, and, though a 
fraud has oceurred, there was indubitably an opportunity for 
fraud which should have been closed,—a weak point which 
should have been styengthened, yet that the oversight was 
only one of thuse natural and inevitable events whicb, in 
the course of years, will occasionally, though very rarely, 
happen whatever care is used. 

The effect, however, has been very serious. The amount 
of notes cancelled at the Bank has very largely aug- 
mented since the rumour of the paper theft has been spread 
abroad ; and the effect on the active circulation of the Bank has 
not been inconsiderable. The course of the Bank circulation 
this year has been very different from what it was last year.

and the active circulation is now nearly as low as it was last 
year, although in that year it was exceptionally small, and 


although until a recent period the Bank circulation had this 
year revived as much. It is not possible in so complicated 
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a matter to isolate entirely the effect of any one cause, but it 

is certain that the recent forgeries and the diffused appre- 

hension they have caused have materially contributed to 
ce the contrast between this year and last. 

The slightness of the actual evil is even more remarkable 
than the greatness of the apparent effect. The value of notes 
presented has not been above 400/, if so much ; the gains of 
the forgers must have been contemptible, though the confusion 
they have have caused has been important. The world has 
lost, but the criminals have not profited. 

Two plain remarks may be made on this subject. The 
recent theft from Messrs Portal’s warehouse and its results 
|| certainly suggest a doubt whether the Bank is wise in rely- 
ing so entirely on the construction of the paper of the Bank 
note as has been its habit, Would it not be wiser to use 
every means, instead of relying an one only P Would not a 
complicated and nearly inimitable plate have great advan- 
tages when the inimitable paper can no longer be relied on 
because it has been purloined P 

Secondly. We may observe that the great diffusion of the 
Bank of England note is the source of its greatest liability 
to forgery. A gang who can forge the notes of a bank in 
Northumberland, must issue them in that county or very 
near it,—must be always on the spot, and gain their profits 
on the spot. Buta forgery on the Bank of England is of 
equal value throughout England, and, by changing the 
scene of action, its perpetrators can augment their gains and 
prolong their security. issues are subject to many 
plausible objections, but they must materially tend to ensure 
the practical convertibility of the Bank note by diminishing 
the possibility of effectual fraud.

LORD RUSSELL’S TURKISH POLICY. 
Lorp Russet clings to the traditional Turkish policy of this 
country with a tenacity whieh seems to us both enthusiastic 
and ill-timed. The Gazette de St Petersburg published last 
week a cotrespondence between the British and Russian 
Foreign Offices on the subject of Montenegro, which is used, 
however, in fact only as the diplomatic text for a little con- 
troversy on the true policy towards the Dependencies of the 
Ottoman Porte. In this case Russia had put in a word for 
milder measures towards Montenegro. The Porte, said the 
Russian diplomatist, had gone out of its way to assure the 
Western Powers that it did not even wish for any step that 
should inflict a heavier yoke on Montenegro :—why, then, 
was it now imposing terms that are equivalent to subjuga- 
tion, and that involve the maintenance of Turkish troops in 
blockhouses in the heart of Montenegro, at the very moment 
when it has been found necessary in Servia to reduce to a 
minimum these centres of strife and bloodshed, and to 
separate the Servians and Turks by the most elaborate con- 
trivances of social ingenuity? Such was Prince Gortschakoff's 
remark,—involving clearly the heresy of a grudge against the 
Turkish power and a wish to paralyse it. Lord Russell's 
reply is austere and almost acrimonious. Montenegro had 
aided the revolt im the H vine. If Montenegro was to 
be reckoned a dependency of Turkey, the Porte had a right 
to reduce it to and seeure that obedience for the 
fature ; if, on the other hand, it were an independent power, 
there had been fair ground for war, and the Sultan could not 
be reproached for imposing terms of peace which would pre- 
vent a repetition of the aggression. This is probably sound 
enough, and if Lord Russell had stopped here, we should not 
have objected, But he goes on to comment in caustic terms 
on the schemes of the rebellions dependencies of Turkey. 
“T will not conclude,” says Lord Russell, “without giving 
“in afew words the view taken by Her Majesty’s Govern- 
“ment of what is going on in Turkey,”—a very unfortunate 
act of gratuitous counsel, with which the true drift of the 
despatch begins. 

If, says Lord Russell, the Sclavonic and Greek subjects 
of the Porte ‘rise in insurrection, that insurrection must 
either be successful or unsuccessful. Should it be unsuc- 
cessful, the Turkish yoke will necessarily become heavier, 
and sums of money which might have been spent in making 
roads and harbours and civilising the country will be 
directed to military pur —no very fascinating result.

United States to the fo effect, viz. :—That, at the 
mmencement of the civil war, the whole amount of cotton 
the South was about four million two hundred thousand 
fjbales ; that about one million bales are supposed to have 
been destroyed, and that another million will have been irre- 
bly injured from not having been properly ginned, 

, and stored, and that consequently, when allowance is 
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made for the small portion which by one means or other has 
found its way into the market, the quantity that weuld be 
forthcoming if the ports were to be opened immediately would 
not exceed two millions of bales, 
As regards the crop of 1862, which is not yet picked, it is 
not estimated at more than one million of bales, and even 
this small amount will probably be so reduced from the diffi- 
eulty of obtaining labour for picking, and hemp and other 
necessary materials for baling and —a that the supply 
for the market will be trifling. As regards hemp, however, 
it appears that a good deal is to be obtained from the Blue 
Grass Region of Kentucky. It is stated that, if the war 
should continue, the land in 1863 will be cultivated for corn 
and not for cotton, and that under any circumstances it 
would take the cultivators of cotton some time to recover 
from the state of disorganisation into which that cultivation 
has been thrown.—I am, Sir, your most obedient humble 
servant, G. Hamuonp.

I have been in the cotton business upwards of 16 years, 
both as a raiser and seller, I understand all about the cul- 
tivation of the plant—ginning, pressing, and preparing it for 
market, and can classify it. 
When this miserable contest began, I had upwards of one 
hundred thousand dollars loaned out to the cotton planters, 
as loans predicted on the crop of 1861, This I consider a 
total loss. The planters refuse to acknowledge any interest on 
claims, and it will not be long before they will repudiate both 
principal and interest. I am, therefore, anxious to leave a 
country in which there is no security either for life or pro- 
rty. 
Taie make you the same offer I made to Lord Russell 
and Sir Charles Wood. Having lost a handsome competency 
here, I cannot afford to go out as an adventurer ; but if [ am 
guaranteed an appointment such as will enable me to main- 
tain my family in a respectable position, I promise I will 
do more for the benefit of my country than I expect in return. 
A communication addressed to me, care of Her British 
esty’s Consul, New Orleans, will have prompt attention. 
left Mississippi ten days since. The cotton crop is very 
inferior, and not over one-third of the usual quantity of land 
was planted. The planters have not had sufficient bagging 
and rope to wrap up the crop of 1861, and the cotton is 
rotting in the woods. It was hauled out from the gins in the 
seed, and a large portion is very imperfectly shettered. 
The Government at Richmond are endeavouring to buy

Ner can the professional breeder altogether neglect 
such competition, though perhaps in some respects he goes to it 
witk disadvantage, in having to compete with stock shown by 
amateurs, who prepare their animals regardless of expense and 
without any serious view to ultimate profit. Hence the necessity of 
exhibiting his animals in much higher condition than, acting. on his 
own judgment, the professional breeder would make them. More- 
over, the rivalry of breeders has has led and must ever lead them 
to exhibit their stock in very high condition, because condition is 
in fact one of the essential elements of merit, and one which no real 
judge of stock can disregard. When, therefore, we find writers on 
our stock shows and others recommending exhibitors to bring their 
animals in “natural condition,” they are practically asking for 
impossibilities. Every breeder knows that he had better leave his 
stock at home than bring them to the great shows otherwise than 
in high condition. It is certain that all ional breeders 
regret the existing necessity for making their show stock so fat, 
but they know that it is part and parcel of the prize system, and 
so-long as they find it advisable to compete for prizes, they must 
conform to the conditions requisite to success. That the judges 
can in any material degree prevent what is called over feeding, we 
do not believe ; for who can say where the line is to. be drawn 
between high condition and over-feeding ? 


Nevertheless, there is practically a broad distinction between them, 
for one. breeder shall bring out his prize stock full of flesh gained 
by a course of judicious feeding, combined with exercise, while an- 
other will literally fatten his show cattle. Judges who can dis— 
tinguish the animals brought in high condition from those merely 
fattened, will consider such differences when making their awards, 
and in this way the better system of “ training” show stock will 
revail. To raise a sort of hue and cry against showing highly

awards prizes to ‘ breeding’ animals forced into-such an unnatural 
state as this until their ungraceful, waddling, hobbling gait 
on being led out produces painful feelings in the minds of spec- 
tators, instead of the unqualified admiration which might and ought 
to be elicited.” He expresses doubt whether the prize Shorthorns 
generally will breed, and assumes that breeders sacrifice their 
best animals as a ‘‘ costly mode of advertising,” which “ pays, and 
pays well too, in certain cases.” And the writer, in illustrating this, 
refers thus to the herd of Mr Richard Booth :—“‘ Of this we have a 
clear example in the Warlaby herd; for, without attempting 
for a moment to detract from the unquestionable merits of 
the Warlaby Shorthorns, we may be permitted to doubt 
whether Mr Richard Booth would ever have enjoyed 
his comfortable income of 5,000/ a year from. the hiring of his 
bulls, were it not that he regularly’ sacrifices some of bis best 
females to the absurd necessity which exists for ever-forcing for 
Royal show exhibitions Mr Booth’s best females are 
crammed for show purposes, and sacrificed in eonsequence as 
breeders ; and yet the standing of the herd is: kept up by breeding 
from what may be called, comparatively ing, the very weeds of 
the herd.” Now, this reference to Mr Booth’s herd has been 
deemed by himself and his friends to be as offensive as it is unjust, 
and it seems to have been instigated by a sort of rabid antagonism 
to the high feeding our prize system has rendered inevitable. Un- 
questionably there is a certain amount of risk in exhibiiing for 
prizes, as some of the animals so necessarily highly conditioned 
will lose their breeding powers, but this is. by:no- means.so: common 
a result as has been alleged. The North British Agriculturist,

September.” Yet these cows were amongst those of which one of 
the judges, according to the report, says :—“ It is a pity that the 
breeding animals should be shown so very fat, and I hope it was 
noticed by the public that the very fat ones did not in all cases 
in prizes, but only when, in our opinion, they would have done 
so had they been less covered with flesh.” Thus it would seem 
that mere fatness does not impose on the judges, and that unless, 
besides and beyond condition, an animal possesses good points, no 
prize is likely to be awarded to it. We believe the fat question 
may safely be left to work out its*own solution, without any 
passionate outery or stringent rules on the subject. 
Tn illustration of the absolute necessity of high condition for 
oo winning, the North British Agriculturist tells us that “‘at the 
Warwick meeting ‘Chastity’ (dam of ‘ Lord Hopewell’) and also 
‘Sister to. Windsor’ (own sister to the celebrated bull of that 
name and dam of ‘First Fruits’) were both shown [by Mr 
Booth] in ordinary condition, being taken from the pasture to the 
show-yard, and were not noticed by the judges.” The same thing 
occurred to ‘*Queen of the Vale” when shown at the same 
meeting as a ing. At Canterbury, in the following year, 
* Soldier's Bride” was overlooked by the judges when shown in 
her ordiwary condition ‘‘ in a.not very extensive show of heifers.” 
What “Soldier's Bride ” and ‘‘ Queen of the Vale” have since 
done as prize winners when put into show condition is known to 
all who note the results of our Shorthorn exhibitions. We believe 
it to be most true that these fine specimens of the Shorthorn 
“ appeared in quite different lights, and the contrast was so great 
a8 to prove the necessity of some preparation for the show-yard, 
as without preparation the qualities which these animals were 
proved to and which render them so valuable, could not 
be discerned by the most competent judges the English society 
could.select.”
